To the relief of some groups, the 
California State Legislature rejected 
Gov. Jerry Brown’s proposal to im- 
plement a unit cap for Cal State Uni- 
versity and University of California 


students. ‘ 

However, the cap could be included 
in the May revise, according to Mer- 
edith Vivian, director of government 
relations at the California State Stu- 
dent Association. 

According to Brown’s budget pro- 
posal released in January, Califor- 
nia’s higher education system needs 
improvement in funding as well as 
its transfer and completion rates.

the competition. Condition for 
Tuition has been taking place 
for two years now, according 
to Associated Students Inc. 
Communications Coordinator 
Christina Esparza. 

Josh Owen, CEO of Owen’s 
Trimodal in Long Beach, has 
sponsored the program since its 
inception in fall 2011. 

As part of Condition for 
Tuition, students are required to 
participate in various recreation 
activities to earn the 30 points 
necessary to be entered into a 
raffle for free tuition. 

The activities include spin- 
ning, boxing, inner tube water 
polo, volleyball, cardio, swim- 
ming and more. This semester. 
the finale had a tropical beach 
theme in support of the beach 
lifestyle. 

Owen said that the competi- 
tion was started to reinforce 
healthy living with the incentive 
of free tuition.

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Brown’s budget proposal allocates 
increased funding to the CSU system 
with one of its goals being to increase 
graduation rates. 

_ The unit cap policy proposes that 
for the first two years of its imple- 
mentation, students in CSUs may take 
up to a total of 180 units, equivalent 
to about 150 percent of the units re- 
quired to complete most degrees. The 
years following, the cap would drop to 
150 units, the equivalent to five years 
of being a full-time student, Vivian 
said. 


According to Brown’s proposal, 
only 16 percent of CSU students are 
completing their degree within four 
years. 

Should the proposed policy go into 
effect, a student who surpasses the 
unit cap would be responsible for cov- 
ering the full cost of tuition. 

“We all would go to school subsi- 
dized. Even if you’re paying the full 
cost of tuition at CSU, about $5,400, 
there’s another half of that being paid

The Rolling Stones’ music direc- 
tor Matt Clifford watched as Cal State 
Long Beach choir students rehearsed 
the 1969 song “You Can’t Always Get 
What You Want.” 

But if they want to perform with the 
Rolling Stones as part of the band’s 
50th. anniversary “50 and. Counting” 
tour, Clifford said they’re going to 
have to sound more British. 

“You guys need to make it sound 
more anglicized,” Director of CSULB 
choral, vocal and opera studies Jona- 
than Talberg said. 

The Cole Conservatory Chamber 
Choir will send 26 of its members. to 
the Staples Centet.on Friday to join the 
Rolling Stones én. stage to perform as 
part of the encore. 

Talberg will conduct the choir on 
stage as the Rolling Stones play. The 
offer was pitched to Talberg by Ameri- 
can Choral Directors Association Na- 
tional President Jo-Michael Scheibe 
several weeks ago. 2 

“Of course I’m interested in doing 
a Stones show, giving my students the 
opportunity,” Talberg said. 

His students, like junior vocal per- 
formance major Becca Bishop, reacted 
with as much enthusiasm. 

“I screamed,” Bishop said. “My 
landlord called me and asked if every- 
thing is OK, and I said, ‘I’m singing 
for the Stones, man!’” 

With more than 200 choir students 
in his classes and not enough stage 
space for all of them, Talberg said he 
had to be selective in picking which 
students would go.

for by the state,” Vivian said. “So the 
real cost of tuition is about $11,000.” 

Cal State Long Beach Provost Don- 
ald Para said that the discussion of 
Brown’s proposed unit cap is about ac- 
cess, and the longer a student stays on 
campus, the more likely that student is 
taking a spot from another. 

“When you get 88,000 applications 
for admission, we’re only going to 
see 9,000 of those students next year, 


* maybe 4,500 [undergraduates] and 


4,500 transfer students,” Para said. 

The proposed unit cap would affect 
only about 2 percent of CSU students, 
or 10,000 students of a 420,000 CSU 
student population, according to Viv- 
ian. 

In comparison to other CSUs, 
CSULB fairs poorly in four-year 


graduation rates and above average in 
six-year graduation rates, according to 
Para. 

Para said the concern is three-fold: 
first, the longer a student stays on 
campus, the less space there is for oth- 
er students; second, the longer a stu- 
dent takes to graduate, the longer that 
student takes to get to graduate school 
and on to a career; and lastly, those 
students are paying money instead of 
earning it. 

“The current [unit cap] proposal 
doesn’t provide a lot of information 
as to why this is the correct policy to 
do that,” Vivian said. “Our concern is 
that the CSU serves a lot of non-tradi- 
tional students.” 

Some non-traditional students — or 
students older than 30 years old — 
have children, families or full-time 
jobs, or they have left college and are 
returning after accruing a high unit 
count, according to Vivian. 


Vivian said an alternative could be 
trying to implement the unit cap at a 
system-wide level or even a campus 
level. 

“Hopefully we won’t see it again, 
but if it is still in [the proposal] we'll 
go back out to the Legislature and edu- 
cate them as to why we don’t think this 
is the appropriate policy,” Vivian said. 

The Associated Students Inc. Sen- 
ate also passed a resolution in March 
against Brown’s unit cap proposal, and 
ASI executives personally delivered 
the resolution to Brown at the CSU 
Board of Trustee’s March meeting. 

“The Legislature rejecting the poli- 
cy was a clear indication that students’ 
voices are being heard, contrary to 
popular belief,’ said Jeanice Warden, 
principle consultant of Assembly 
Committee on Higher Education. 

The May revise is expected to be 
presented within the week of May

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CSULB graduation rates on the rise 


The six-year 
graduation rate was 
56.6 percent in 2012.

Despite Cal State Long Beach’s bud- 
get woes in recent years, graduation 
rates are rising — but not the number 
of graduates. 

According to Vice Provost for Plan- 
ning and Budgets David Dowell, the 
number of students graduating from 
CSULB has decreased because of low 
enrollment, a consequence of budget 
cuts. 

A total of 6,841 CSULB students 
graduated in 2010 with bachelor’s de- 
grees. That number dropped to 6,746 in 
2011 and 6,171 in 2012. 

However, the six-year graduation 
rates for the last three years have gone 
up from 53.2 percent in 2010 to 53.34 
percent in 2011 and 56.62 percent in 
2012. 

The percentage of students graduat- 
ing compared to the number of students 
enrolled in any given year has been in- 
creasing. 

Dowell said that the number of stu- 
dents graduating is expected to increase 
in coming years due to increased en- 
rollment this year. 

The Cal State University system has 
seen graduation rates increase in the 
last 10 years, according to CSU Spokes- 
man Erik Fallis. The CSU system has a 
six-year graduation rate of 51.3 percent 
for students who entered the system 
in 2006 as freshmen, according to the 
CSU website. 

“In the last five years, the [gradua- 
tion] rates across the CSU system have 
been heading in a positive direction,” 
Fallis said. 


Dowell said that CSULB has made 
efforts directed at increasing gradua- 
tion rates. 

“We have made a commitment to 
protect the availability of classes de- 
spite. budget cuts,” Dowell said via 
email. “We have better advising and 
better support programs such as Beach 
Learning [Community] and [CSULB] 
Men’s Success.” 

Dowell also said that CSULB is plan- 
ning to implement blended instruction 
classes, or classes that use a combina- 
tion of technology and face-to-face in- 
struction. 

Communications professor and aca- 
demic adviser Dawn Kelsey said he has 
also noticed a change in students who 
want to graduate and graduate quickly. 

“T think it is the students who are 
wanting to graduate and working hard- 
er for it,” Kelsey said. “I think it is the 
advisers helping students get out in a 
timely manner.” 

Kelsey praised the university for its 
focus on student graduation. 

“T think it is kind of the sum of the 
framework of the university in help- 
ing our students across the board in so 
many ways,” Kelsey said. “So many 
steps are being taken to assure that we 
are being there for our students and 
helping them graduate.” 

Junior sports psychology major 
Christian Hernandez said he believes 
there are a few reasons why graduation 
rates are higher. 

“J think the university has been 
working on making classes available 
and giving more options to graduate,” 
Hernandez said. “The advisers are help- 
ing, and more students are using the ad- 
visers for help.” 

Hernandez also said that students are 
encouraged to graduate faster because 
of the rising cost of tuition. CSU tuition 
has doubled since 2007. He said that 
students who pay out of pocket are no 
longer “messing around” and want to 
get out quickly.

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“I wanted to give the seniors a re- 
ward,” Talberg said. “I had to find a 
way to pick 26 great singers.

but never anything like this ... This is 
the Stones at Staples.” 

Clifford, who has worked with 
the Rolling Stones since their 1989 
Steel Wheels tour, stood in to watch 
Wednesday’s rehearsal in the music 
complex’s choir hall. He filmed the 
rehearsal and said he would show it to 
Rolling Stones lead singer Mick Jag- 
ger that night as a preview of what to 
expect. 

Clifford said that the Rolling Stones 
recorded the original song with the 
London Bach Choir in 1967 but never 
used a choir for the song live until last 
November during a concert in London. 

“Tt was such a success that we want- 
ed to continue it,” Clifford said. “We 
also thought it’d be nice to involve lo- 
cal choirs in each of the cities we’re

playing in.” 

University of Southern Califor- 
nia’s school choir, the USC Thornton

CSULB’s choir will haye a final 
rehearsal on Friday before heading 
to Los Angeles for a full sound check 
prior to Start time. 

“When you’re doing a show with 
one of the greatest bands in history, 
you just have to take a moment and be 
in the moment,” Talberg said. “That’s 
what I’m going to tell them.”

It’s old news that today’s world demands 
immediacy and multi-tasking. With dozens of 
tabs open at one time in our Internet browsers 
while we are updating and checking statuses and 
tweets, it leaves one with a concern: are most of 
us now choosing to just believe everything we 
read? 

Last week, one of the world’s oldest news orga- 
nizations had its Twitter feed hacked. 

The Associated Press, a wire service respected 
by journalists everywhere, released a tweet 
around | p.m. that read, “Breaking: Two explo- 
sions in the White House and Barack Obama is 
injured.” 

For journalists, professional or student, it’s a 
widely known fact that the AP has its own style 
of writing. It’s one that most journalists follow. 


The stylebook provides rules and guidelines 

for reporting in broadcast, print and even social 
media. At first glance, one who calls himself or 
herself a journalist would notice the casual use 
of the president’s name versus the standard AP 
reference of “President” that is supposed to lead 
into the name. 

For those outside the journalism 
industry, however, it would not be 
so obvious. 

The followers most affected by 
the hack are those who deal directly with the New 
York Stock Exchange. 

Traders fearing what would happen if President 
Barack Obama was hurt and the U.S. was being 
attacked, immediately pulled out their invest- 
ments, causing the DOW Jones Industrial Aver-

age to drop. 

It took several minutes for the AP to correct 
the tweet and explain that they had, in fact, been 
hacked. 

What happened within the minds of Twitter 
followers during those few minutes should be 
concerning. When the emotion of fear triggers the 
brain, a chemical reaction occurs, 
and it’s different for everyone. 

Was that reaction necessary? 
Could it have been avoided had one 
done a little research? 

The problem lies with the fact that no one has 
time to double-check whether a source is reliable. 
Many of us just believe what we read. After all, 
it’s easier, and it’s quicker. 

The line between news, blogging, status 


updates, gossip and hearsay is blurry, and it’s up 
to each individual to decide what is true and take 
time to consider each source’s knowledge and 
credibility. 

Of course, we need to take into account the fact 
that we couldn’t prevent the hacking from occur- 
ring in the first place. 

However, regardless of whether or not the 
source intentionally releases information, it is 
up to us as receivers to decipher between what 
is true and what is not. We must care enough 
about what we accept as truth to not believe 
everything we read, especially when we have 
less time to read between the lines than ever 
before.

Picture a beach party movie in the 1960s. In 
the movie, people dance along to happy pop mu- 
sic while tossing around colorful beach balls, 
singing songs to the ones they love while stroll- 
ing down a moonlit shore. She & Him’s album 
gives off this vibe in their latest studio album, 
“Volume 3.” 

The “New Girl” actress and singer/songwriter 
Zooey Deschanel teams up with musician M. 
ward to take you back to a simpler time. Songs 
like “I’ve Got Your Number, Son” and “Some- 
body Sweet To Talk To” seem to have been heav- 
ily influenced by The Beach Boys and sound 
similar to indie band Rilo Kiley. 

Like the first two albums, “Volume 3” is good 
in many aspects. With its fun songs and unique 
sound, it first may seem like She & Him is simply 
rehashing their music from “Volume 1” and “Vol- 
ume 2.” But that is not the case. “Volume 3” has 
something special the other two albums didn’t: 
the depth of Deschanel’s lyrics. 

“Volume 3,” at first listen, sounds like 


a happy, poppy surf rock album.-However, 
when the lyrics in songs like “ I could’ve 
been Your Girl” and “Never Wanted Your 
Love” are examined closely, a more somber 
story of love lost and happier days is re- 
vealed. This juxtaposition of sad lyrics and 
happy music seems to be a staple in break-up 
albums, in which the artist is trying to release 
pain while letting go. 

Although a majority of the songs on this al- 
bum are upbeat, the songs that are slow-paced 
make the most impact. Deschanel’s imperfect 
jazzy vocals in songs like “London” and the Mel 
Carter classic “Hold Me, Thrill Me, Kiss Me” 
take the seemingly simple tunes and transform 
them into compelling ballads fit for another 
time. 

Deschanel and M. Ward make a compel- 
ling team that when put together make beauti- 
ful music. “Volume 3” has a timelessness that 
would have made it popular in the ‘50s and will 
continue to make it popular in the distant fu- 
ture. 

“It’s an oldie but a goodie” is the perfect say- 
ing to describe this album. It’s almost as if it 
was born in a different era, when pop music was 
good. It has depth, and unlike our modern day, 
over-produced pop stars, She & Him actually 
have talent. 

The 14-track album “Volume 3” is streaming 
on NPR First Listen now and will be available in 
stores and on iTunes on Tuesday.

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LBSU will face the 
Titans in need of wins 
to stay relevant in the 
Big West title race.

The Dirtbags will head to Fullerton 
this weekend for a series that will play a 
large part in determining their chances 
to win a Big West Conference title. 

Long Beach State (21-21, 9-6 Big 
West) will play first-place Cal State 
Fullerton in three games this weekend. 
By the end of it, the Dirtbags will ei- 
ther be in prime position to take control 
of the conference or be buried behind 
several teams looking to claim the Big 
West title. 

The Titans (36-7, 12-3 Big West) are 
not easy to beat, though, as they are 
currently the No. 4 team in the country. 
Difficulty set aside, head coach Troy 
Buckley said the series at CSUF and 
last weekend’s series against Cal Poly 
would have a big hand in the fate of the 
Dirtbags’ season. 

“T think that when you look at the 
next two weekends, this one and then 
the next one [against CSUF] certainly 
define [the chances of winning the Big 
West],” Buckley said after Sunday’s 9-5 
win over Cal Poly. 

Adding to the drama is the excitement 
of the Dirtbags-Titans rivalry. CSUF 
swept The Beach during a nonconfer-

ence series at Blair Field toward the end 
of March in the teams’ only meeting this 
year. Prior to that series, Buckley said 
even though the games weren’t any more 
important in theory, the rivalry did make 
things more exciting. : 

“From a philosophical standpoint 
and a coach’s perspective, it shouldn’t 
[make a difference],” Buckley said. 
“But in reality, it certainly is a fun se- 
ries. There’s a ton of history; there’s a 
ton of competition.” 

The Dirtbags and Titans may play 
competitively each time they face each 
other, but CSUF has had the upper hand 
in recent years..LBSU has not taken a 


series since 2008. 

Last season, the two met up for the 
final games of the regular season in a 
series that decided the Big West title. 
The Titans took two out of three, and 
LBSU finished one game away from a 
conference championship. 

This year’s CSUF team is led by Mi- 
chael Lorenzen, who primarily plays 
center field but is also the team’s closer. 
Lorenzen leads the Titans in batting av- 
erage (.346) and home runs (7) and is 
second on the team in steals (9). He has 
a 2.35 ERA and has earned 13 saves, 
which ranks fifth in the nation.

Shane Carle (2-7, 3.44 ERA) has had a tough time getting through the 
first inning lately, as he has given up seven first-inning runs over his 
last two starts. The Dirtbags’ Friday night starter wont be able to get 
_away with that against the Titans, as CSUF starting pitcher Thomas 
Eshelman (7-2, 1.41 ERA) has been fantastic all year long. The ace 
freshman has only issued one walk in 76.2 innings pitched this year, 
so the Dirtbags can't expect to get anything for free. 


Saturday: Jake Stassi (LBSU) vs. Justin Garza (CSUF) 


The Dirtbags’ best starter this year, Jake Stassi (4-2, 2.61 ERA), nearly 
beat the Titans earlier in the year. He gave up just one run in seven in- 
nings and left the game with a 5-1 lead, but the LBSU bullpen couldn't 
hold on, and the Dirtbags lost 8-6. Pitching for CSUF will be another 
star freshman in Justin Garza (9-0, 2.37 ERA), whose worst outing 
came against LBSU in the contest previously mentioned. This game is 
set up to be a big pitcher’s duel for the ESPN cameras. 


Sunday: David Hill (LBSU) vs. Grahamm Weist (CSUF). 


Freshman David Hill (3-2, 4.72 ERA) has been inconsistent for The 
Beach in his first year of college ball, but one of his best outings came 
against the Titans. Hill gave up two runs in 6.2 innings, but he earned 

the loss thanks in large part to CSUF’s Grahamm Weist (7-2, 2.43 
ERA), who held the Dirtbags to one run over eight innings. It’s clear 
that with Weist on the mound, things won't get any easier for the 
Dirtbags on Sunday. |
